  (2) Any plans to restart the United States-Colombia Action Plan for Racial and Ethnic Equality and how it will be broadened for inclusion of the 2016 Colombia Peace Accords Ethnic Chapter and its implementation. 
  (3) An identification of other countries in Latin America and the Caribbean with significant Afro-descendent and Indigenous populations or that have expressed interest that can become potential partners for similar bilateral initiatives focused on promoting racial and ethnic equality, including Peru, Bolivia, Mexico, Guatemala, and Ecuador. 
  (4) Any plans to engage civil society, local communities, and other social leaders in the implementation of the plans outlined in paragraphs (1), (2), and (3). 
  (b) Appropriate congressional committees The term  appropriate congressional committees means—
  (1) the Committee on Foreign Affairs of the House of Representatives;
  (2) the Committee on Appropriations of the House of Representatives;
  (3) the Committee on Appropriations of the Senate; and
  (4) the Committee on Foreign Relations of the Senate.
